bre last year when she told 
visitors to her cell dn Azul, 
150 miles south of Buenos 
Aires, that she had been tor¬ 
tured after being arrested in 
September 1974. 

Talamante a Mexiean- 
American, was placed 
aboard a flight for New 
York early this morning, 
U.S. embassy ' officials here 
confirmed. 

She was arrested and 
charged with belonging to a 
clandestine guerrilla organi- • 
zation that had been blamed 
for a January 1974 attack on 
the Azul 'army garrison, a 
major Argentine military 
base. She was convicted m 
the strength 'of two pistols ■ 
and guerrilla propaganda 
found in the slum area * 
apartment from which she 
and leftist Peronist friends 
had been working at politi¬ 
cal organizing in the area. 
Her attorney argued that 
the items were planted, but 
Talamante received a three- 
year sentence. 

At her trial, she told the 
judge she had been given 
electric shocks to her teeth, 
breasts and finger joints ‘

At least 15 persons 
died in guerrilla battles 
with police around Argen¬ 
tina yesterday and this 
morning, 11 of them in vola¬ 
tile Cordoba Province. 

Anti-guerrilla action is f 
certain to intensify after 
Gen. Jorge Rafael Videla, 
who led the coup, formally

We have seen enough of the 
r seamy side of life to harden us 
f^to shock. But the letters that are 
smuggled to us from torture vie- 
tiins always leaves us shaken. 

Priests who have been permit¬ 
ted inside the prisons of Brazil 
have brought us, at great per¬ 
sonal risk, evidence of the inhu¬ 
manity of the .Brazilian military 
regime. 

Friends and relatives have 
anugglecVout letters from Cu¬ 
ban political prisoners, describ¬ 
ing the horrors of Fidel Castro’s 
concentration camps. We have 
spoken to an American girl, 
gentle art ’ teacher, who had 
been tortured by the Chilean 
military’junta. 

The .latest letters have been 
deli’^Ved to us by friends of 
Olga i'a • am ante, a 25-year-old 

beaten ami tortured with elec¬ 
tric shock at a federal police 
station in the provincial town of 
Azu), Argentina. Her letters to 
her farm worker parents and 
former school friends in Califor¬ 
nia are graphic.. ~ . 

“We spent four days and four 
nights which were p?:re hell, 
she related. "They beat the hell 
out of us... There was no differ¬ 
ence between day and night, as 
our heads were-covered with 
coarse cloth bags, and 
weren't allowed to sleep. 


"We were, constantly ihlerro\ 
gated and, of course, ‘per¬ 
suaded’ with a special electric 
gadget to talk. The combination 
of physical punishment and psy¬ 
chological stress is something 
they've practiced for a long 
time, because they are really 
good at it. 

"But not good enough!” sli£ 
wrote in an aside from her cell. 

"It’s impossible to describe 
everything we went through, but 
it is very real. To think,” she| 
wrote, "that many other people! 
have gone through it and have 
even died of it gives one a dif¬ 
ferent dimension on one’s own 
situation.”. 

Talamante, who is in a cell 
with five women, indicated they 
are now being treated well and 
“have everything we need ex¬ 
cept dear freedom.” 

In the writing style of Anne 
Frank, ’ whose family hid out 
from the Germans in Amster¬ 
dam during World War II, Tala- 
mante observed: "Ironically 
enough, there is a bird’s nest on 
the jail’s roof. I asked myself 
why that free dove chose a jail's 
roof to build its home. It’s as if it 
wants to remind us that freedom 
still exists.” , * 

The American girl, was ar¬ 
rested with a dozen Argentines 
just a-few days after a state qf 
siege was declared in.argen- 
i ina. Police reports charge that 
the arrest site contained arms 
and subversive materials, which 


could bring a mihimurii three-1 
year prison sentence under the j 
sweeping new laws. ! 

A former honor student at the 
University of California in 
Santa Cruz, Talamante jour¬ 
neyed to Argentina in August, 
1973, with money earned pick¬ 
ing garlic. She taught English in 
Azul am} planned to return to 
the United Stales on Nov,'24 for 
Thanksgiving. 

A friend, Rebecca Estrada, re-: 
calls that Talamante was partic¬ 
ularly interested in political 
corruption in CIA-supported 
military regimes even though 
“she realized she was getting 
into heavy stuff.” 

An Argentine embassy 
spokesman toid our reporter,! 
Rozanne Weissman, that "This! 
case cannot > be compared to 
those in Chile because we don’t 1 
torture people in Argentina’ 
and-“we still have our legal pro¬ 
cedures in force even during! 
our state of siege ” 

' Even.more depressing are 1st-] 
ters from Anto ni o Guest a Valle, 
blind and maurredy-v/IioThever-l 
theless, is held by Fidel Castro 
in a brutal Cuban prison. Cuesta 
asked his friends to bring his! 
story to us, although he expects j 
retaliation, when it is printed. 

He led a commando raid on 
Cuba in 1986. His small boat was 
intercepted by patrol.boats, and 
four- of his .associates were 
killed in an exchange of gun¬ 
fire. Cuesta urged the only oilier 
survivor, Eugenio Zaldivar, that 


they cheat the firing'squad and 
commit suicide. y ■
